Tlio couiic -was sitppliod iu the at'ii- 
erut .situation. TUo Goueral was able 
to sue, biiL not touch, liis kou. That 
woiidcrl'til Uiw ot Isolation, by which 
it is .suppo-st'd eoiitagion cau be checlc- 
tnatcd, wa.s represented on this occhk- 
ion by overorowdiug into a stuffy and 
sixiali hotel luauy of the passengers, 
and aUowiiig the General and his parly 
to inlialJit, liice Air. Crusoe aud bis at- 
tendant, Mr. i'riday, a patch of sandy 
scrub, sliiihtly febaGed with a I'ew 
stumpy trees, where the monotony ot 
the desert was relieved by an occasioa- 
ul pitched battle with packa of lUes, ov 
a prol'ti.se use ot the pocket handicer- 
cliiet in dispelling perspiration iTom 
their uoble brows '. 

In Quarantlna, 

"Call It tragic or comic If you like,'' 
says Commissioner I'oUard, looking 
back on the episode ; "to see Oolouel 
Lawley with a bundle of luggage on 
his liack, Adjt. Barrett over-freighted 
with baggage, and the General drag- 
ging the big type-writer along tlie 
beaeli, all in search of a suitable en- 
campment, was a calamity of the first 
order. It sponed the West Australian 
Campaign, aud sowed the seeds of the 
illness from which the General, at its 
crishs, stood in imminent danger." 

Aud that was the second calamity, 
for It rol)beti Adelaide of the privilege 
■ for which it had Itmg Ijeou preparing, 
ot' according our leader such a wel- 
couio an he had not dreamed of. We 
need not go into the details of this 
calamity. For days the General lay iu 
a state of absolute prostration. Doctor, 
nurses and leaders were unremitting 
in their devotion, the Commandant 
and Coinmisslouer Pollard sleeping on 
mattresses in the passage-way outside 
the Geiierars room, so as to be on 
hand iu case any serious symptoms or 
development occurred, it was a mem 
orable struggle, witnessed in spirit by 
teu-s of thousands throughout the 
colonies, especially in New Zealand. It 
wa,s the General's intention to go di- 
rect from South Australia to New Zea- 
land. The Commandant, on perceiving 
the character of the General's llluess, 
received the Chief of the Staff's assent 
to cancelling the New Zealand section 
of the tour, and the colony was advised 
to prepare for the worst. 

No Retreating 

But not for the fir.st or twentieth 
time the General rallied, and with the 
return of the fir.st symptoms of con- 
valeseeuce, he inquired as to when ho 
would reach New Zealand. 

"Wg iiave practically cancelled that 
part of tlm campaign in view of your 
.suffering. General," the two leaders ou 
the bridge stated. Never was medicine 
more el'fective to n patient than was 
thts auuouneement to the General. The 
idea of giving a whole colony the go- 
by, why— the General looked as if he 
would liang, draw, and quarter his 
ad^'jsers I "No, never ! I shall go to 
New.Zeniand." 

"But th(; risks !" the two pleaded. 
"I'll accept them— I shall go," and 
go the grand, brave war-horse did, and 
from the hour he left Adelaide till he 
waved his last salute to his dear sou 
and daughter, the General did not once 
'miss a meeting or fail in an engage- 
ment. 

The record of calamities did not, 
however, fiuish at Adelaide. Commis- 
sioner Pollard ^^■UR nearly poisoned at 
Brisbane, almost broke his back at 
Sydney, and was run over in Mel- 



bourne, the latter calamity depriving 
him of the privilege of seeing a lueet- 
ing for a, week. In the bogey, or gig. 
were the Coinmaudaut, Comuiissioni'i 
Pollard and the driver. The horse 
silled, the cart collided with a lamp- 
post, the force of the compiict hurled 
the Ooinuinndaut on one side of tlie 
road^^■ay and the Commissioner on th ■ 
otlier. Iu the niomentnm wliiidi the 
vehicle received It passed over the 
Coniinissiou(H''s foot, injuring and 
snaiipiug tlie leaders. A nne and cr.\' 
was raised, and as in Melbourne the 
aiulmlance woric is done hy the fire 
brigade, there soon came tearing along 
a fire engine, a stretcher, and all tlie 
appnrteuauees of surgery ! 

The Comniissiouer now .iokingly re- 
views the situation : "I w-as first taken 
to the hoad<uiarters and from thence 
placed on a stretcher, a canvas cover- 
ing hiding my face from the public, 
and escorted to the Women's Training 
Home, wliere 1 was kept a prisoner for 
a week. It was grimly interesting to 
lieai' the folks on the sidewallc say, 
Toor fellow— where was he killed T 
1 have uever been dead yet, as our 
Irishman would say, but the experieiic. 
of lieing taken for dead is more pain- 
ful than pleasant, I cau tell you. 

"Wliat did I do iu prison ? Oh, work, 
work, work, and it was one of tlie best 
week's work I ever put iu, thanks to 
the Commandant and the patient and 
hard-working shortliand secretary 
whom he provided. I shall ever have 
a fragrant memory of the week I 
spent there." 

Adit. Barrett was another member of 
the party who fell under the wave of 
what the world would call ill-luck. He 
took ill, had to have an operation made 
on his ear, which prevented him ac- 
companying the General to Tasmania. 

But, in the midst ot the ups and 
downs, the rallying spirit of the Gen- 
eral never deserted him, and ithe good 
spirits of the party enabled them to 
accept the situations with a measure 
of humour, and certainly a readiness 
to adapt themselves to them, A sol- 
dier's duty !

Brigadier Gasi<in Conducts a Council 
w'th tlie City Officers. 



2:30 p.m., Monday, found the officers 
and Cadets gathered at the Lippincott 
St. barracks, to listen to their Provin- 
cial Officer on the subject of the com- 
ing Self-Denial compalgn. 

God came very near and blessed our 
souls. Bight through the council there 
was a spirit of joy and lilierty. The 
eommandiug ofHoers of the various 
city corps gave glowing accounts of 
the previous day's victories, aud of the 
souls that had been won for God, at 
the same time telling of being assured 
of victory iu the coming S.-D. effort. 

The Brigadier based his remarks on 
the words, ''Work hard and commence 
at once," also giving us a little of his 
own experience as a corps officer. The 
Brigadier closed the afternoon couucil 
by praying for God's richest blessmg 
uiiou those comrades wno, ffirough 
sickness, had been compelled to step 
aside from the battle for a short time. 

Half-Nlght of Prayer 

At night the Brigadier, assisted bj 
JMajors Turner and Collier, Staff-Capts. 
Stanyon and Archibald, also Adjt. and 
Sirs. Wiseman, conducted a Pialf- 
Night-of-Prayer in the same building. 
Again God showed Himself strong ou 
the behalf of His people. 

The Brigadier gave as the subject 
of the meeting the words, ChrLst and 
Light. One after another was called 
upon to have a few words, and beau- 
tiful, indeed, were some of the experi- 
ences given as to how they obtained 
the blessing of a clean heart. All then 
Joined heartily in singing— 

"Lord, L hear of showers of blessing.' 
. And the showers came, and heaven 
seemed very near. Adjt. Wiseman 
followed ill the Hue that the Brigadier 
had laid down. He brought before 
those present the thought that just as 
the men of war built their fortifica- 
tions, so as to enable them to stand 
against their enemies, so must we 
build our fortifications— our confidence 
in God— to enable us to overcome. 
David, said the Adjutant, had built up 
his conlideuce in God and he went 
forth and slew the Hon. 
Major Collier then asked the ques- 



tion, "Why don't people walk in the 
light of God ?" He answered by say- 
ing they liked to have their own way 
too much; they think God will ask too 
much of them ; they say they have 
given themselves up to God for Him 
to use them for l-lis service and yet 
they want to dictate to Illm what and 
how nincli He siiall give them to do. 
The iSIajor then drew an illustration 
by saying that iC he gave the Brigadier 
a iiorse to-day it would be folly for 
him to go to tiie Brigadier the uext 
day and tell him ho was working the 
horse too hard. Of course, the Briga- 
dier would say that he was entitled to 
use the horse as must as he wanted 
to, seeing that it had become bis per- 
sonal property. .Tust so God expects 
us to give ourselves entirely to Him. 

Staff-Capt. Archibald and others 
also gave some valuable advice as to 
how to obtain the blessing of a clean 
heart. 

Tile Brigadier then rose iu the power 
of God and dealt out the truth In a 
powerful manner, dwelling on the 
words in the eighth chapter of St. 
n'ohn's Gospel : "I am the Ijight of the 
world. Him that followeth after Jit 
shall not walk in darkness, but shall 
have the light ot life." He brought 
out very plainly tVe fact that, al- 
though living iu a world of sin, the 
power of God would enable us to walk 
before Him in puritj' of heart ana 
life. "For," He says, "I will dwell in 
them and walk in them, and tbey 
shall be mv peoi)le, and I will be their 
God." , 

When, at the close, the invitation 
was given, twelve precious comrades 
stepped out into the light;. Glory to 
God ! And everybody, I believe, went 
home feeling it had been a time of 
real blessing to their soul.— Capt. Geo.

He belonged to a gang of 
roughs thiit regularly attended the 
hall. He had made S5omo pretentions 
to religion in the past. He was civil 
and attentive in the meetlags, but 
when urged to accept salvation there 
and then always met the proposal with 
a steady "No." He was quite sure of 
being saved at some future day. Only 
the very Sabbath before he said, "Yes, 
I shall, I will, I must ; BUT NOT 
NOW !" A day or two afterwards he 
was riding in a cart, the horse uuex-i 
peetedly bolted, he lost Uis footing, 
fell out, wheel went over liim— and he 
was no more. 

What a multitude act lu the same 
manner, and perish after the same un- 
expected fashion ! And, what is equal- 
ly disastrous in its results, what a 
multitude there are who are always 
going to set to work to save the souls 
of their kindred, neighbors and friends; 
but it is at some other time— at some 
futare date. And, while they are mak- 
ing up their minds, the people sicken 
and die and are damned. 

Alas ! I have many Salvation Sol- 
diers, and even some Salvation Offi- 
cers, I fear, belonging to this class, 
and I want to enquire when they are 
going to wake up and go to work witli 
all their might to save men and women 
around them from their impending 
doom ?

And yet, what a crowd there are 
who will tell you that they have too 
much other work, too many pressing 
engagements, or too serious family 
anxieties, . to find time or heart or 
money to save the people perishing 
by their sides ! Oh, comrades, we say 
over and over again to the sinner, 
"What shall it profit a man If he gain 
the whole world and. lose his own 
soul ?" But may we not ask. What 
shall it profit the professed followers 
of Jesus Christ, or the Salvationists, 
or the people supposed to be possessed 
by the Blood-and-Fire religion, who 
are too much occupied In gaining the 
world, or tending to the business of 
the world, or too much absorbed in the 
anxieties of the world, to find time, or. 
energy, or money, to save the souls of 
their hustiands, and wives, and child- 
ren, and parents, and brothei'a, and 
sisters, and friends, and neighbors 7

So, away with the castle building,

1. WHAT WILL YOU DO IN THIO 
WAY OF ItBCOGNITION OF YOUll 
POSITION AS A SOLDIER OF 
CHIilST V Look your opportunity 
and your duty squarely in the face. 
Itegard yourself as a soul called not 
only to be saved from bell and live a 
holy life, but to fight for your Lord 
and the rescue of the lost, and accept 
the work. Put on your uniform if you 
have not doue so ; wear some badge 
which tells heaven and earth that you 
have the honor to be one of God's 
lighting host, and say to all else whom 
it may concern ; 

"I'm a soldier ; should you want me, 
Y'ou will find me in the Salvation 
Army." 

But do it now. 

2. WHAT WILL YOU DO BY WAi 
OF SUBRENDBK ? A soldier's life 
calls for it. He places himself in the 
hands of his leaders for liberty, life, 
and death. When done ho is at rest ; 
not done, or only imperfectly done, he 
is torn with agitations and conflicts. 
You are a Soldier. Have you made 
the surrender of yourself to God, the 
guidance of Conscience, and the direc- 
tion of your Leader ? 

Some Salvationists, I am sorry to 
say, are all their hfetime torn and dis- 
tracted by controversy, not with Or- 
ders and Regulations with which they 
conscientiously disagree, but with 
rules that command their highest ap- 
proval.

They are in conflict about wearing uni- 
form, or becoming ofllcers, or of laying 
their children at the Saviour's feet for 
that honorable post, or of giving some 
money that they feel called by the 
Spirit to offer up, or the doing of some- 
thing else, because the doing of the 
same is not according to l:heir liking 
or their taste. Will you end this mis 
erable holding back from duty by 
making surrender to-day 7 

3. WHAT WILL YOU DO BY WAY 
OF A OLOSBE CONSIDERATION 
OF YOUR WORK 7 Oh, how men 
get close up to their earthly tasks and 
travel round and round them, or turn 
them inside out, and plan and plan and 
plan how they can improve and do 
them better, or at greater speed, or 
more acceptable to the crowd, or more 
profitable to the producer. Contrast 
this with the blind, monotonous, same- 
over-and-over-again methods by which 
they do the Lord's business, or what 
they count to be His concerns. 

Comrades, won't you give longer, 
and fiercer, and more desperate con- 
sideration to the business you have to 
do for your Lord, and the souls He 
has purchased ? How can you more 
efficiently do the work of your office 
or your inspection of your corps, or 
your soldiers, or your Juniors, or your 
War Cry brigades, or your open-airs, 
or public-house visitation, or any and 
everything else for which you aro 
made responsible for by God and man? 
We want more work, done, a great 
deal more work ; but there Is some- 
thing we need more seriously still. 
WE WANT THE WORK THAT IS 
TO BE DONE 'TO BE DONE WITH 
MORE THOUGHT, and then there 
will be wonderful improvements, ana 
greater and grander results. 

4. WHAT WILL YOU DO TO HELP 
YOUB LORD BY WAY OP GREAT- 
ER EFFORT ? You do something to 
save the souls of the people. I won- 
der what it is ! Do you ever total it up 
at the close of the week and say to 
yourself, "That is my response to the 
claim that my Lord puts upon me." 
But, come ; is that all you can com- 
pass ? Can you fix the long range of 
labor your corps opens up tcJ you 7 
Select some other duty for which you 
can make yourself responsible. Think. 
Come, what is there ? 

Paul plants, Apollos waters, and God 
gives the increase. But the increase is 
ever according to the amount of plant- 
ing aitd watering done. With more 



planting and watering, we shall have 
greater, grander results. Come along, 
can you not do something more in the 
open-air, in soiling literature, in the 
public-houses, among the children, or 
the barracks platform, with the sing- 
ing, amongst the bandsmen, with per- 
sonal dealing 7 Oh, what chances ! 
Oh, what would I not have given 
could I have had them when I was a 
plain soldier in the ranks !

Commissioner Ridsdell, whom the 
officers and soldiers cordially welcom- 
ed, avowed his love for

and expressed his disappointment at 
being unable to see the end of the 
struggle in South Africa. He would 
like to have been at the front. F,. 
would Uke to have ministered to the 
spiritual and temporal needs of both 
armies, but he had no choice in the 
matter, and, therefore, had returned 
to England, and after all he was not 
sorry to be back in the Old Country 

again ! , ., ^ 

Commissioner Coombs wished the 
party God-speed on behalf of the Brit- 
ish Field. 

After the Zulus had finished a song 
in their native tongue, with some sem- 
blance of a pent-up dance strtviDg for 
freedom, the South African Coutiug2-it 
stepped forward amidst cheers, Avhich 
were redoubled when Oommiss-om'r 
Howard announced the promotion of 
Ensign Murray -o the rank of Adjnt- 
ant. 

She said that she was a Salvationist, 
and although it came as a great sur- 
prise to her when she was asked to go 
to South- Africa, she never thought 
for one instance of refusing to go. 

"I feel my responsibility," she said ; 
"I feel glad, also, as I look at the lists 
of the offleers— many of whom I know 
—who have fallen in the service of 
their country, that I have some share 
in the great and

against sin. I go with a desire to be 
of some service to my fellow-men, 
"I ask you to pray for us as we take 



words of cheer and comfort to the sol- 
diers out there." 

The Adjutant propounded a most 
practical suggestion. She invited 
those In the meeting who had sons or 
friends in South Africa to give her 
their names and that of their regiment, 
m order that she might take them a 
message from friends in Old England. 

Capt. Ashman, whose parents were 
also on the platform, was greeted with 
enthusiasm. He was very sanguine as 
to tbe result of the expedition ; not 
only would they attend to the soldiers 
of - both forces In Africa, but they 
would return with an Increased list of 
Leaguers. 

Lieuts. Warricker and Haines spoke 
briefly, and expressed pleasure at the 
privilege of going to Africa to fight for 
God, and asked for the prayers of their 
comrades. 

"Tbe Chief of the Staff and Mrs. 
Booth," said Commissioner Howard, 
"have decided to send out a further 
coutingent to tend the sick and wound- 
ed, ■ namely, Mrs. Booth's ti'alned 
nurses, who will start as soon as pos- 
sible for the front." (Volleys.) 

Amidst further cheering, the Zulu 
party came forward In charge of En- 
sigm Bradley, whom Commissioner 
Howard promoted to the rank of Ad- 
jutant. Of course, this meant a speech 
from the newly-made Adjutant. 

"Well, friends," said the Adjutant, 
"I certainly have not done anything 
more than my duty— fiirst to God, then 
to the General, to tbe Salvation Army, 
and to these colored friends of mine. 
" I should like to tell you that 
these Zulus are four Blood-and-Fire 
warriors who have been saved and 
brought over with Salvation Army 
money— brought over, I may say, undei 
tbe best of conditions, the Natal Gov- 
ernment having modified tbe regula- 
tion In our case in order that we might 
the more easily obtain passes tor their 
voyage," (Applause.) The Adjutant 
added that, although he was fond of 
England, yet he thought there was no 
place like Africa. 

Then came testimohles from the foiu' 
Zulus, which could not fail to impress 
the public as they were interpreted. 
The simplicity and pointednesa of 
them were quite out of the usual. 

Then came the inseparable and al- 
ways acceptable war-dance to "No, we 
never, never, never will give In." 

The meeting concluded with a dedi- 
cation of our comrades, aiad Commis- 
sioner Dowdle prayed that God's bless- 
ing might rest on them and their work,

circulation. It is an .awful accusation, 
and yet there are signs of its truth.

our yonug people are polluting their 
minds, and poisoning their morals, and 
enfeehlhig tlieir intellects, and sapping 
their spiritual life, and lessening thelv 
Uisofulness, and destroying souls by 
reading fiction and filthy liter.aturo. On 
enquiry at one of our public libraries 
the other day an eminent clergymaii 
was informed that some of the nastiest 
and most evil suggestive novels hrc 
asked for b.y— well, I do" not like to use 
the word, bnt I suppose I must — 
ladies.

How many a record of heroic deeds 
and loving sacrifice have yet remaineo 
unpenned and of which the 
world has not been acquainted. Deeds 
that only the inhabitants of heaven 
know of, and though not written on 
the pages of earth's history, ai'e re- 
corded in the .skies. 

There are varied circles within 
which people live. Some are only 
known to their owu families and a. 
few acquaintances. Others are known 
in the town and county only in which 
they live, while .some who live in 
what people would term a broader 
sphere of usefulness are known to the 
world. Heroism brings Its autlior be- 
fore the world's gaze as very few 
other agencies do. 

The world is ever ready to applaud 
an hei'oie deed when it becomes public. 
The papers publish comments of 
eulogy, aud, for a time at least, a hero 
or heroine's name is upon every ton- 
gue. There are those who have thus 
reached the larger circles of fame, aud 
are carried by the plaudits of a sym- 
patlilziug and flattering world to the 
highest pinnacle of .honor in the; 
ranks of heroes. There are other 
heroes who are recognized as such by 
tlieir families and acquaintances, but 
whose deeds have not been chronicled 
or made public ; even the memory of 
them Is held sacred by loved ones. 
Tliey exemplified, as their friends 
rightly believe, the true character of a. 
hero, if not receiving a hero's honor. 

T'hen there are martyrs, who have 
laid down -their lives for some cause 
dearer than life itself, and ..iie record 
of such deaths has been, , and always 
will he, an Inspiration to the world. 
Men and women, youths and maidens 
who have closed their eyes to scenes 
of life amid the jeers of a blood- 
thirsty .multitude. Others who have 
hid farewell to the world with few 
about them. Perhaps no one near to 
take down the last message, speak a 
word of solace, or admiuister any re- 
lief, yet they have said "Amen" to the 
will of God, and passed on to receive 
a martyr's reward. 

Again, there are those who, though 
not looked upon by the world in the 



strict sense as martyrs, heroes, or 
heroines, yet who have, iu the fuilll- 
luent of some act of love or self-denial, 
been called upon to lay down their 
lives. Such acts have been recognized 
in heaveu, and the reward cannot be 
forgotten. Such deeds, when brought 
to light on earth, must touch the sym- 
pathetic chords of the human heart. 

Among the names of, those who have 
thus suffered, though not strictly class- 
ed by the world as heroes and martyrs, 
stands out with Its due prominencc'thi'; 
uame of Mrs. Eammage, Assiniboia, 
N. W, T. 

The Salvation Army had beeu an- 
nounced to open fire upon Moosomin, 
and Mrs. Eammage, then living twenty 
miles from this place, but having beeu 
a soldier In Montreal at the time of 
the S. A. riots there, felt she wonld 
like to come In and welcome the offi- 
cers who were to attack the town. 
Her home in Montreal had heen a 
shelter to the officers in the past, and 
now, if she could not take these offi- 
cers to her home, she could at least 
take tliem to her heart, aud thus drove 
the twenty miles to show them this, 
They did not arrive the day she ex- 
pected, so she stayed with a friend for 
several days awaiting them. Through 
some cause not known to the writer, 
the ofHcers did not arrive, aud Mrs 
Raunnage, feeling that home duties 
demanded her return, "started 
bacli;. She expressed while in town 
her anxiety for the .souls of tlie people, 
and would very much have liked to 
' have helped in the first attack of the 
Army against sin. However, this could 
not be. She decided to take, the home- 
ward Journey that winter's day with 
a neighbor in a waggon, there not be- 
ing much snow. it was storming 
when they left, but quite mild. In 
tlie afternoon, however, it turned out 
real cold, and to add to this dlseoni 
fort they lest their way on the prairie. 
They were now in a sad dilemma. 
Only those who have been similarlv 
circumstanced can really understand 
how they felt. After driving until 
they realized it was useless, their 
horses also being tired, they were un- 
hitched. Then both Mrs. Bammage 



and the neighbor tliought they wonld 
walk. They did so until the poor 
woman could go no further. She beg- 
ged the man to go on and leave her, 
which, after some persuasion, lie di> 
hoping he tuight come to a habitation 
soon. After wandering for seven days 
he reached a house, much to his joy. 
Poor man ! He was very badly frozen 
and had to lose his feet aud nose. 
Truly his suffering wonld call forth 
the sympathy of the heart. 

What about Mrs. Bammage ? Pooi 
woman! She had perished iu tlic coMI 
In that desolate region, with no human 
friend near to render aid, her spirit 
took Its flight, while her body lay 
frozen on the ground. "\A'as it not a 
sight that woidd call forth an augel'b 
pity ? The writer does not know the 
last words she siioke to the man be- 
fore he left her, nor does anyone on 
earth know her last thoughts. Prob- 
ably they were upon loved ones at 
home, for she had left a husband and 
children there, and also upon God am 
heaven. Yea, a multitude of thought-i 
might have passed through her mind 
before the stupor of freezing possess- 
ed her. She knew, however, that 
death, though uuder such gad circum- 
stances, only meant to her spiritual 
transit to a land of brightness, wher 
hunger and cold never come and where 
death is not Imown. It was about 
three weeks before her body was 
found, and then some forty miles from 
iMoosoinin, their starting place. 

She had requested her husband some 
time before that when she died to 
hiive her buried by the Army. This re- 
quest was compiled with, and her body 
laid to rest while the memory of her 
noble death will ever liA'e with her 
loved ones. They could not forget 
that act of love that cost her lier life. 
Many there are who knew her not on 
earth, hut who are anxious to grasp 
her hand in the better world. 

There are people, however, wlio have 
heard aud read of others being called 
to snfl'er through similar expressions 
of love, and though at the time Ihsir 
hearts are touched, yet they soon for- 
get such incidents. Why is it ? Often 
because not l^no'^'iug personally tlie 
one called to suffer, they do not retain 
the record of that suffering in their 
memory. They simply express their 
sympathy, and pass on life's way. 
Oh, how quick the Iiumau is lo forget 
deeds that are actuated by the Div- 
ine ! 

Keader, will you alloM' this record 
of a Christian ■n^oman's sad death to 
remind you of another scene ? 

Will you allow your mind to go back 
to the scene of that sacrificial death on 
Calvary's height— the death of uoiiq 
other than the Son of God ? The Bible 
speaks of people who forget God, aud, 
oh, how many people forget the death 
of His Sou. Perhaps it has been the 
case with yon. In the mad rush for 
the things of the world you have for- 
gotten what it cost Jesus Christ to 
purchase salvation and freedom for 
every .slave of sin. You have forgotten 
the love that prompted the sacriflce, 
the agony endured, and the blessing 
brought to the world by it. Will you 
not close your eyes to the things of 
time and -worldliuess for a while, and 
look at that scene of supreme self- 
denial. That expression of unmea.snr- 
ed love, that death, meant ''so much 
sacrifice. Allow it to call forth your 
love and service In return: Remember 
that Chvistianity cannot be embraced 
without self-denial and cross bearing. 
Jesus says, "If any man will come 
after Me, let him deny himself and 
take up his cross and follow Me." 
Matt. xvi. 24. The sacriflce of Cal- 
vary, completed as It was through 
suffering, opened, up to man ii way to 
God. AVill you deny yourself that 
others may benefit by that sacrifice '/ 
If so, there will be continually open- 
ing unto you avenues of nsefulness, of 
which possibly you have never dream- 
ed. Don't forget that true; sacrifice 
often involves suffering of a keen na- 
ture, but we have the assurance "if 
we .suH'er, we shall also reign with 
Him." IL Tim ii. 12. Let us this 
Self-Denial Week lieep before us a 
view of Calvary, that we may be in- 
spired to greater, and more practical 
service. To forget Calvary's sacrlfic;' 
means to lose tliat Inspiration, yea, to 
lose sight of our only hope, for only 
tlirough the remembrance of Christ's 
death aud the imitation of His life, do 
we become heirs of the prom'lse, "To 
him that oyercometh will I graut to 
sit with Me In My throne, even as J 
also overcame arid am. set down with 
My Father In His throne." Bev. lii. 21, 

Again, reader, remember, to forget 
Calvary's lore means to perish, to em 
brace It means a life of power and 
usefulness.

This 
provision is the means of rich instruc- 
tion to man in that most profitable of 
all studies, viz., the knowledge of 
himself, for the soul always gets the 
best view of its o^wn possibilities or 
deficiencies Avhen it looks upon them 
as manifested in somebody else. 

Such a gallery of human nature 
would have been incomplete without 
the doubter seeing that there are so 
many perpetuations of his memory In 
the heart of the world to-day. 

Thomas was one of the twelve. The 
small, but sincere, body-guard of dis- 
ciples which surrounded our Saviour 
while upon earth was not without a 
reminder of the spirit of unbelief, and 
the same has crept Into every commun- 
ity since that day. 

Thomas was an honest man, which 1 
a great deal more than can be said for 
mauy designated by the name 



doubter. Too mauy people's sceptic- 
l.sui is based on the quibbles of: nfhi-r 
minds, they take the shade of their 
religious opinions from the color of 
stronger mind's thnugbts- if the latter 
lead up, they are full of faith, if they 
lead down, they are soon bordering- on 
despair. Such people are not slueerely 
puzzled jn their own hearts, and un- 
til they take the trouble to convince 
their own minds as to what they do 
or do not believe, God will not assLst 
the removal of a veil they have drawn 
over their own eyes. But it was not 
so with Thomas. His doubts were all 
his own, and caused him too much 
gi'ief to be of his wilful cherishing. 
He loved bis Master as much as any of 
bis fellows, but the chain of an incred- 
ulous and perhaps somewhat gloomy 
disposition, held him captive. When 
told of the Resurroetion, Ills weak 
faith staggered at so great a wonder. 
He could uot believe, aud although wc 
cannot but deplore the blindness which 
caused Thomas to disbelieve the Sav- 
iour's risen life, yet we must respect 
the honesty which refused to profess 
a faith which he did not own. 

Christ came to his aid, as Christ al- 
ways does to the man who with his 
whole heart longs to burst the fetters 
which bis constrained mind has forget! 
The very proof that Thomas had asked 
for, the evidences of the • sufl'erlng 
death upon the revived body of his 
Lord were vouchsafetl to him. Could 
God have condescended more to sat- 
isfy the bound soul of His doubting 
follower, or more conclusively 
prove to His later disciples 
how ■willing and ready He is to 
assist struggling faith. A man who 
sincerely wishes to And the light will 
not be yeft long to grope in the dark. 

The result was a beautiful and 
natural one. How could Thomas 
stand out against such undeniable 
evidence ? His whole soul rose iu .sup- 
port of the Saviour's sign, and out of 
the mouth of hideous doubt the first 
accents of returning faith gave forth 
one of the most courageous declarations 
of the trust and -n'orship yet uttered, 
when the disciple said, ''My Lord and 
my God." Oh, doubting heart, give to 
the ■winds thy fears. Let the love of 
Calvary convince thy halting eredul- 
ence, and by the utterance of thy too 
long doubt-impriaoued tongue shall 
come avowals of God's power and 
presence which shall persuade the 
hearts of others once held by the same 
thraldom.

The Commissioner arrived at the I. 
C. B. Depot 10:30 Saturday night, and 
was met by the shouts of welcome of 
a number of ofSeers and soldiers as- 
sembled. My Impressions of the whole 
thing were varied. 

First, the Crowds. 

"Twice gorged" only poorly describes 
the building ; people wore packed in 
every conceivable nook and corner, 
aisles, stairs, and window sills were 
blocked, and they were sitting upon 
the rails of the gallei'ies, while hun 
dreds were turned away from, the 
doors disapi)ointed. One prominent 
Colonel in Her Majesty's forees, who 
attended his first S. A. meeting on this 
afternoon, had to stand all the time, 
hurried home to dinner expecting to 
be back early to secure a seat, but, on 
his return, he found at that early hour 
the huge building was crowded, and 
he had to stand again.

It leaves me reluctant- 
ly, but hard work helps to throw it off

night after night, if In nothing else. 

Nevertheless, this is not good weath- 
er for colds. Among other foes with 
yhom we have to do battle each morn- 
ing this weeli, and most of the even- 
ings as well, have been tlie fogs. 

MORLEY. 

Betiirning to Morley, I would like to 
remark that I first became interested 
in this town through the instrumental 
ity of a godly man whom I met In 
London about fifty years ago. He was 
a native of Morley, and had come to 
the great city on a business adventure. 
I spent many an hour with him sing- 
ing and praying, and talking over the 
affairs of the Kingdom of God. 

Among other things by which he has 
been remembered is the song, the 
words and tune of which he taught 
me :— 

"How tasteless and tedious the hours.' 

I have sung that song in many a 
thousand hours of sadness and glad- 
ness since that day, and from my lips 
it has gone all round the world.

As at ShelBeld and elsewhere, wher- 
ever there have been opportunities on 
this campaign, I have preceded tlie 
p^iblic meeting with a private one for 
the Local OfiBcers. Although the time 
allowed for these gatherings lias been

AOOOMPLISH FOE JESUS CHBIST 
AND THE COUNTY OF YOBK- 
SHIRB IF THEY WERE ALL DO- 
ING THBIB DUTY AS GOOD SOL- 
DIERS OF THE SALVATION 
ARMY ?" ,. . 

I confess to being a little jealous of 
the danger existing in these parts, of 
some of my dear soldiers being led a- 
way into a Mnd of religion which, 
while making them dehghtfully con- 
tented with tiiemselves and things a- 
round them, leaves them without any 
great anxiety concerning the claims of 



the Saviour and the needs of a perish- 
ing world. 

Well, on this Saturday night we be- 
gan at a high level of happiness, pas.s- 
ed on to plain dealius;, and finished up 
solemn enough with SEVENTY-SIX 
AT THE PENITENT FORM- many 
of them backsliders, some of long 
standing.

Sunday, 22na. 

Although one of considerable condlct, 
this has been a blessed day. But con- 
flict can bo said to be the character- 
istic of all my blessed days. I always 
hare to flght, and to fight desperately, 
too, for all I win, either for my Master, 
for myself, or for others. I know little 
in my experience of going on to victory 
on the "Promenade March principle.' 
The triumphs I have been able to a- 
chieve — and gratitude compels me to 
acknowledge that they have been both 
many and great— have had to be 
fought for, and that every inch of the 
way. 

The Battle of Bradford, fought on 
the day in question, was no exception 
to this rule. 

St. George's Hall is, I fancy, the 
largest hall that is at all adapted for 
public speaking in the kingdom, witli 
the exception of Albert Hall, London, 
aud, perhaps, the St. James's Hali, 
Manchester, Anyway it was an im- 
posing sight on Sunday afternoon and 
evening.

22,000 Acres oi Land lor Social Work 
Secured in Western Australia. 



Commandant H. Booth has secured 
a tract of country In Western,' Austra- 
lia, in the Collie District, which has In 
it great possibilities for enterprise for 
Social Work In the Australian Col- 
onies, and possibly for the third sec- 
tion of the General's Darkest England 
Scheme— the Over-Sea Colony ; al- 
though the size of the estate is much 
too small to serve the purpose of such 
a scheme. 

The estate will be over 22,000 acres 
in extent. It is described as being well 
situated, a good proportion of the 
area suitable for agricultural purposes, 
while the balance is excellent for 
sheep runs. There is also a river 
frontage of twenty-four miles. The 
West Australian Government wili 
grant some essential concessions In 
connection with the estate, which will 
enable us to work it on advantageous 
terms. 

The Commandant has recently spent 
seven days iii inspecting- the estate, 
and has compassed it from boundary 
to boundary. He has settled on the 
locality for the homestead aud arrang- 
ed Its erection, and also for the fenc- 
iiig-ln of the property. Dairy sheds, 
piggeries, wool sheds, aud a small saw 
mill are to be erected at once, and a; 
considerable sum spent In live stock.

The family returned to England and 
settled iu Norwood, and in due CMJUrsi, 
tho Army held a Field Day at the 
Crystal Palace. Miss Murray Avas ji 
soiisou-ticlvot holder, and it oeeim-ed to 
her to spend the day there aud have a 
look at tlie.se pei:ulinr people. Slie ar- 
rived iu linic to see the march-past at 
10 a.m., and caine away eouscions of 
having heard convicts and other ain- 
uers declare tliat God had saved theiu 
The local open-air meetings were 
held nearly opposite her house, and 
one day a Sah'atiouist, who, on occas- 
ions, had been employed by the Mnr 
ray's, te.stiaed that God had saved him 
fr()m drunkenuess. 

Miss Muri'a.v wa.s then reading an 
unbelieving book ivith a desire to pvovt 
to her.self a tlieory against the Divin- 
ity of our Saviour. 

The uiglit the book was fluished she 
put it aside, feeling the author had ut- 
terly failed to prove his argumenr. 
Being due at a friend's house shortly 
afterwards, sho passed the open-air. 
The Cadets wore singing, "The Saviour 
la calliug, ■calling fiu' thee." Miss Mur- 
ray passed on, the thought revolyiug 
In her braiu, "If these people are right, 
and my tlieory Avroug, what a terrible 
thing it will be to have refused such a 
call— a call backed up by living wlt- 
uesses of a living fJod '^'ho can satisfy 
the heart ?" 

The climax came some niglits after, 
when, after a wet open-air, tlie sol- 
diers marched off, and Miss Murray, 
was left alone. The scene of tlie sep- 
aration was terrible ; she felt she was 
"out of It." 

In this moment of extreme need slie 
lifted her heart with the prayer, "O 
God, if You are God, do for me what 
Yon have done for these people." 

A moment later she was oonacious 
that a definite i)ower for good had 
come into her life. 

S\\^' had indeed found Christ ! 
---it is not surprising to hear that con- 
sternation greeted the new couvevt's 
amioimcement at home that she -vvas 
saved, aud would have to be a Salva- 
tionist and work a a they worlced ; and 
only natural tliot family love should 
strive to prei'ent a daughter associat- 
ing herself with a body of people pub- 
lic opinion .stigmatized as vile. 

Cue evening, while at dinner, Miss 
Murray felt as though His hands took 
bold of her arms, and a Voice told 
her to go to the barracks and speak. 
She hastily rose and obeyed. 
A woman-soldier was testifying. 
Miss JIurray sat down relieved ; the 
compulsion to speak had left liev. As 
soon, howevpi', as the lass had finishod, 
the conviction reiui'ued, and iiliss Mur- 
ray at once stood to her feet and told 
how God had saved her.

Marmaduke was present morning, 
afternoon and night. God definitely 
called liiiu ; but it was closing-lime 
when he ventured to the penitent form, 
and God graciously saved him at the 
eloveutli hour of the day. 

His application for offlcership shortly 
afterwards led to liis being accepted 
as a Cadet, and, after passing through 
the Training Home, he was promoted 
Ijientenaut "and appointed to Jlarkct 
Harliorough, and afterwards to Stony 
Stratford.

Totalling up we find that during the 
fa-st twelve mouths the Hotellerie Pop- 
nlaire was opened, no fewer tlian 12,- 
178 bods had been hooked in advance 
by those anxious to secure a comfort- 
able night's rest at a minimum cost ot 
twopence and a maximum of four- 
pence, and that the annual attendance 
at the Shelter has been no less thaii 
09,462 persons. Going yet a little fur- 
ther into detail, we find that 33 beds 
were nightly bespoken and settled for 
in advance, and that 189 was the num- 
ber of inmates sleeping nightly, 
throughout the year, at our Paris Night 
Shelter. 

As to onr guests, they may thus be 
classified : Parisians, 3,276 ; Provin- 
cials, 7,853 ; xilsaclans and Lorrainers, 
401 ; and 645 foreigners, thus made up:

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Our Paris Shelter* 



A few facts and figures re our Paris 
Shelter, which is situated only a few 
doors from the now famous " Fort 
Chabrol," and which celebrated its 
first birthday on Friday, September 
1st, will doubtless interest War Cry 
readers. 

On September 1st of last year, this 
Shelter, which is called 

"The Hotellerie Populalre" 

(Popular Hostelry), opened wide its 
doors for the first time to the city's 
outcasts, only twelve of whom re- 
sponded to the invitation and slept un- 
der "our roof that first night. How- 
ever, things soon changed, for the fol- 
lowing night saw treble (thirty-six) 
that number at the Shelter, and ere 
the first fortnight was out the at- 
tendance had run up to ninety-eight, 
and, by September 30th, the register 
showed a nightly return of 186. 

In January, so great was the popu- 
larity of our Wayside Inn, that the 
number of beds, which up to then had 
numbered 225, had to be increased to 
240, thus raising our Shelter to the 
second rank among kindred institu- 
tions In the city.

CHAPTER XVII. 
THE [IE^TH OF ALEXANDER. 

Alexander had an unquenchable de- 
sire, after the conquest of Babylon, to 
explore the far Hast. With his army 
he entered India, and passed through 
the historic Khyber Pass to the banki- 
of the Indus, where he fought a great 
battle with King Poms, a brave enemy 
who was finally conquered and made 
prisoner. Alexander and Porus be- 
came fast friends. In all 35 cities of 
the Indus were conquered by Alex- 
ander, and two new ones founded. He 
was anxious to press on and see all 
the wondei's of India, but his troops 
were wearied of marching and he was 
forced to retreat. He chose a different 
route for his return, by building ships 
in which he intended to coast along 
the shores to the mouth of the Euphr;, 
tes. 

A dangerous enemy was encounter 
ed at Mooltan, a fort protected by a 
strong outer wall, but while bis men 
were following him the ladder broke 
and left Uim alone, the target of the 
enemy's da-rts. His guards begged 
him to jump back to them, but he 
scorned such an action and leapt Into 
the fort among the enemy, which gave 
way for a moment. Alexander put 
his back against the wall and defend 
ed himself for some time with his 
sword, but was finally shot at with 
long arrows, one of which pierced his 
breast. Some of his guards had come 
to his aid by this time and held then- 
shields over him until their comrades 
had conquered the fort. Alexander 
was carried as one dead. In the tent, 
however, his spirits rallied. The ar- 
row was found fastened in his breast 
bone, and he bade a friend cut a gash 
wide enough to allow the barbed ends 
to be extracted. It took weeks to re- 
store him to health. In the meantiu- 
the ships were, proceeding with him 
and his army along the .Indus -until 
they reached the Indian Ocean, a wel 
come sight to the Greeks. Before 
sailing he marched inland to collect 
provisions and water for the journey, 
and in this attempt his soldiers suffer- 
ed fearfully in the dry and deseri) 
country. Alexander bravely shared 
their privations, and when once a sol- 
dier secured in his helmet a little 
water, under great difilculty, for the 
Kmg, the latter thanked his warrior, 
but poured the water on the ground, 
refusing to take refreshment when bis 
troops had none. B'inally, after losing 
then- way, he reached a city in Persia. 
The governors he had left there had 
expected him to perish In India and 
had shamefully robbed the people. 
Alexander, without distinction, pun- 



ished lioth Greek and Persian offend 
ers. He concluded by a reunion of 
both nations, and at the celebration 
married eighty Greek bridegrooms to 
eighty Persian brides. Alexander him 
self married a daughter of Dariu.s. 

He then set himself to the strength- 
ening of Babylon's fortifications, pre- 
paring It to be the capital of his vast 
empire. 

While going about in a boat to give 
orders to drain the swampy ground 
around Babylon, he caught a fever. 
The Greeks, who hated him, said he 
drank too much wine. This appears 
unlikely. He sank gradually, and 
finally died in 323 B.C., at the age of 
only thirty-three years.

To Commissioner Howard, Foreign 
OiHce, London, from Lleut.-Colonel 
Nurani, Gujerat, India : 

My Dear Commissioner,— You will 
know that now all hope ol; rain ia over; 
and tlaat a dreadful famine prevails in 
the Central Territory— Kajputana, Guj- 
erat, and Paueh Mahals. There haa 
been no famine in tliese parts since the 
year 1877, and it is stated in the news- 
papers that those who remember that 
famine agree that this one is much 
worse. There were no less than ten 
thousand persons seeking work at one 
tank at Ahmedabad the other day ; 
four thousand of these were refused 
because they belonged to native States; 
two thousand were returned, and tlio 
others would have been, but they 
slunk away. 

# , * * » 

Everything costs twice the ordinary 
rate, and, though the Government is 
doing what it can in opening up Relief 
Works in different centres, the rate of 
wages is very low— viz:. 2-i annas per 
day for men, 2 annas for women, and 
6 pice for children. This, when prices 
are so high, will purchase hut little. 

* * * * 

In Eajputana the chiefest need Is 
free distribution ; the scarcity has 
been there for three years, and hun- 
dreds of people lie ou the sides of the 
road too weak to work, 

* * * * 

We have in this Territory many 
thousands of soldiers and adherents 
enrolled upon our books, and a multi 
tude of little school-children to care 
for, besides the thousands of others, 
in the villages where we work, who 
look to the Salvation Army before all 
others, as their helpers and religious 
teachers. To care properly for them, 
something on a large scale should lie 
organized, and that immediately. We 
have already opened twenty Grain 
Shops with free distribution, hut this is 
only like a drop in the bucket com- 
pared to the ueed— it is like playing at 
helping, so tiny is the supply for tlie 
great crowds which come. I have re- 
ceived the most diatressiug letters frora 
every ofheer in charge ol a Grain Sliop 
begging tliat their capital he Immedi- 
ately at least doubled, as the crowds 
which are each time turned away are 
four or five times as large as those 
they, can supply. Not only ought 
these Grain Shops to be increased, but 
we ought to open up at least ten more, 
as the distances between the Grain 
Shops are great. 

* * * * 

Our soldiers are mostly weavers ; 
but, owing to the high price of grain 
and general poverty, they can at pres- 
ent And no sale for their cloth. They, 
therefore, have to sit idle In their 
houses ; how, then, can they get pice 
even for cheap grain ?

The little children need help most of 
all. When we gathered our Jamadars 
(Local Officers) together at Asordra for 
a meeting, giving them food after- 
wards, we found they had not tasted 
anything for two days. Poor people ! 
You can think how the children suffer, 
and over and over again the parents 
have come to me entreating uie Salva- 
tion Army to take their children. They 
,want to shield their children, even If 
they suffer themselves.

Capt. Hooker, who is collecting at 
Ajmere, visited the District Magistrate 
there. He is responsible for employing 
or feeding 2,400 persona, and fears thai 
yery soon he will have many homeless 
childi'en on his hands. He wants to 
know if the Salvation Army will be 
prepared to take a number of these. If 
he has them, and is waiting for a re- 
ply. Surely the Salvation Army can- 
not refuse to answer this great need I

GERMANV'S ONWARD 
MARCH. 



By COMMISSIONER McKIB. 

Germany is a mighty nation of fifty- 
two million souls, a nation that is 
dally increasing in numbers, Influence 
and power, and a nation that presents 
to a Salvationist a field of greater use- 
fulness, we think, than any other. 
That which has been already accom- 
plished speaks loudly of the mighty 
possibilities of the future. 

Let us glance at the onward march 
of the Army in Germany during tht 
last four years. .Tust that time has 
passed away since I was commlssionec 
to take charge of our work in this 
country. We had then leas than twen- 
ty corps, about fifty officers, and a 
very uphill fight indeed. We were not 
at all understood by the authorities, 
and a general feeling existed that 
while the Salvation Army was all very 
well for England and other lands, for 
Germany it was entirely unsuitable. 
But we know that when God made tho 
Army He made It for the world, and, 
therefore, for the German, and, con- 
sequently, it must suit him ; and on 
this Hue we worked, and sought to 



put the same spirit into all willi whom 
wf came in contact. 

We needed a deal of patience and 
faith, because it was not until we had 
been working for about twelve months 
that we saw any sign of improvement 
or advante. Still we labored ou ; God 
began to pour out His Spirit, souls in 
great numbers cried for mercy, new 
towns were opened ; soldiers were 
made ; the authoritlL's looked at us 
with different eyes ; and the Army har, 
continued to grow, so that at the pres 
ent moment we have a hundred corps 
in full working order, a .Tunior work 
of ninety corps, which is creditable 
indeed, considering it lias only really 
been in operation about two and a-half 
years. 

Slum Work 

In addition to this we have eight slum 
posts, with sixteen women continually 
going about day and night linding the 
destitute and starving, to care for and 
give them all the attention possible. 
Our slum work differs from the Eng- 
lish in this, that we do not have public 
meetings in connection with it. Any 
souls who get saved are linked on t 
the nearest corps. We have also tW( 
Rescue Homes, one in Berlin, accom- 
modating twenty-five girls, which is 
usually full. Sixty-live per cent, of 
the cases are good, and give evidaucc- 
of conversion. The ages of the girls 
who have gone through this Home 
vary from thirteen to thirty. The 
other Home, in Hamburg, was opened 
only a few months ago, also with ac- 
commodation for twenty-five. The rt 
suits of our work here we cannot yet 
speak of, but the prospects are bright. 

We have also a Maternity Home 
with ten beds, and a Children's Home, 
accommodating twenty-five children. 
One comfort Is that all 'the places ar. 
well on the way to self-support. I 
might also say that at each place we 
have doctors who, out of love and es- 
teem for the Army, give all their ser 
vices free. 

In Strasburg we began our work 
two years ago. God has done wonders, 
and souls have been saved by hun- 
dreds. There are now three corps iu 
the city, and crowds gather nightly in 
each of our halls. The latest opening 
is under the command of Ensign Diet- 
rich, an officer of nine years' standing. 
Saved at the age of fifteen years, at 
the Army penitent form, she was not 
allowed to see her friends for eight 
years because she was a Salvationist. 

A Case In Point. 

Let me just narrate a recent conver- 
sion of one who is now a Cadet in our 
Training Home : A lady from a good 
family came in touch with the Army, 
and saw th°ere that the formal religion 
which she possessed was useless. Shi 
tlierefore, went to the penitent form, 
got converted, and became a soldier 
As a result, she was hated . by her 
family, and treated in a most brutal 
manner by her sister, being beaten ani: 
shut up in a room without anvthinj.;- 
to eat. When thia failed to turn hw' 
from her purpose, they said she was 
mad, and got a doctor to confirm this 
thus trying to prove that she waa in- 
capable of managing the property and 
money which she possessed. The 
whole affair came before the courts, 
and her family tried to show she had 
lost her reason because she had signe< 
our Articles of War. These were asked 
for by the ,Iudge, and read out in 
court. The Judge decided that only a 
person in their right senses could or 
would sign these Articles, and the 
case was decided in favor of our sister. 
She then separated entirely from In 
family, became a Candidate, and is 
now a Cadet, with the prospect ol! be- 
coming a very successful officer. 

Another of the Catholic towns that 
we have entered during the last two 
yeara is Cologne, and to-day we have 
a very successful work going on. Three 
halla are nightly open, converts nre 
being made, and the future of our 
work in the city appears very good in- 
deed. 

The prospects ahead of us are simply 
marvellous! We have undertaken to 
open sixty new stations in connection 
with the Twentieth Century Scheme, 
and before this year is out we expect 
to have fixed upon our first Metropole 
for fifty women. This article is only 
intended to give our readers a bivd's- 
eye view of what has been done, and 
what shall yet be done by the Army 
in Germany. We give all the glory to 
our God, and march on to greater and 
more glorious victories.
